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Holcomb announces new steps to 
protect the public from COVID-19 


Non-essential 
gatherings must be 
limited to no more 
than 250 people 


STAFF REPORT 


Gov. Eric J. Holcomb 
announced Thursday addi- 
tional steps the state will 
take to reduce the spread 
of novel coronavirus 
(COVID-19) in Indiana, 


according to a press re- 
lease. 

As of noon Thursday, the 
state has 12 Hoosiers who 
have tested presumptively 
positive for COVID-19. 

“This is a time when we 
must do all we can to reduce 
the spread of COVID-19, 
protect our most vulnera- 
ble populations and reduce 
their potential to acquire 
or spread this virus,” stat- 
ed Gov. Holcomb. “While 
some actions are drastic, 
now, not later, is the time 


to act.” 

Those actions include: 

E Non-essential gather- 
ings must be limited to no 
more than 250 people. This 
includes any event or gath- 
ering of people who are in 
one room or a single space 
at the same time, such as 
cafeterias, churches, stadi- 
ums, meeting and confer- 
ence rooms, auditoriums 
and the like. This guidance 
applies to professional, so- 
cial, community and simi- 
lar other gatherings. 


E Effective immediately, 
school corporations will 
be provided with a 20-day 
waiver of the required 180 
instructional days for use 
as needed for the remain- 
der of the academic year. 
The waived days do not 
need to be used consecu- 
tively and can be leveraged 
as needed. 

E If a school corporation 
has evidence of communi- 
ty spread or a confirmed 
positive test for corona- 
virus, officials should 


consult with the Indiana 
Department of Education 
and the Indiana State De- 
partment of Health for 
additional steps. Schools 
should plan now for 
broader closures, includ- 
ing eLearning and remote 
classroom options. 

E The Department of 
Education will release ad- 
ditional guidance detailing 
the process for submitting 
waiver requests as early as

learned how to play his in- 
strument when he was 14 
years old.

Local 
churches 
prepare for 
COVID-19 


Hand sanitizer distributed, 
congregants who feel ill 
encouraged to stay home

As organizations large 
and small have had to make 
tough decisions about 
whether to cancel or post- 
pone gatherings and events 
due to COVID-19, local 
churches are considering 
what steps to take regard- 
ing their worship services. 

Some, including Mike 
Bullick, pastor of Asbury 
Country Church, said they 
haven’t made any changes 
thus far. 

Others, though, are mak- 
ing adjustments. 

“Hand sanitizer is avail- 
able as people walk into 
the building,” said Greg 
Wilburn, pastor of Walk By 
Faith Community Church. 
“We would encourage 
anyone who is sick to stay 
home until they get well. 
We are staying informed 
about the latest news con- 
cerning the virus, and will 
take further precautions if 
needed.” 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request Thursday, 
Wabash Church of the 
Brethren Pastor Doug Veal 
and Dennis Horn, board 
chair, stated they were “en- 
couraging everyone to fol- 
low CDC guidelines on tak- 
ing steps to prevent illness 
by avoiding exposure.” 

“This includes but is not 
limited to washing your 
hands, avoiding touching 
your face with unwashed 
hands, avoiding close con- 
tact with those who are

E Schools should follow 
the guidelines for non-es- 
sential gatherings as they 
make decisions about 
non-essential extra-curric- 
ular or co-curricular activ- 
ities. 

E Child care and adult 
day care facilities should 
institute social distancing 
and minimize large gath- 
erings. Temporary suspen- 
sion of operations should 
be done in consultation 
with the Family and So- 
cial Services and ISDH in 
the instance of documented 
community spread. 

Nursing facilities and 
hospitals should restrict 
and screen visitors. Any 
individual who is allowed 
to visit is restricted to the 
patient’s room. Visitors are 
not allowed if they present 
with any of these criteria: 

E Display signs or symp- 
toms of illness, especially 
respiratory illness. 

E Have traveled interna- 
tionally or been in contact 
with someone with a respi- 
ratory illness in the past 14 
days. 

E Reside in a community 
with a known COVID-19 
case.

E Those who are less 
than 18 years of age. 

E The Indiana Depart- 
ment of Correction has 
suspended visitation at all 
facilities as a precaution 
for the health and safety of 
IDOC staff and offenders. 

E Individuals over 60 
years of age or those with 
a known underlying health 
issue such as cardiovas- 
cular disease, diabetes or 
chronic respiratory disease 
should limit their public 
exposure. Whenever pos- 
sible, friends and family 
should arrange to provide 
food and other essential 


items. 
E Those who run senior 
centers and congregate 


meal services should con- 
sider suspending congre- 
gate meals services and 
arrange for home delivery. 

E Encourage businesses 
to utilize telework policies, 
if available. 

Holcomb is also issuing 
guidance for state employ- 
ee operations. The state 
will suspend all non-es- 
sential out-of-state and 
international travel begin- 
ning today and for the next 
45 days. The state is also 
providing employees with 
guidance about the use of 
leave and remote work op- 
tions for limited durations 
while ensuring the delivery 


at high-risk for complica- 
tions At this time, we are 
not canceling any church 
activities, pending further 
recommendations,’ they 
stated. 

Like Walk By Faith Com- 
munity Church, they said 
they are also encouraging 
parishioners to not come to 
church if they are sick. 

“Church leadership will 
continue to follow any new

“I fully expect there will 
be additional actions war- 
ranted in the coming days,” 
stated Holcomb. “Just as 
we have since the begin- 
ning of the year, we are 
working with partners at 
all levels to secure all nec- 
essary resources for any 
escalation of this virus.” 

If you are sick with 
COVID-19 or suspect you 
are infected with the virus: 

E Stay home unless you 
need to seek medical care. 

E Avoid public areas and 
public transportation 

E Stay away from others 
as much as possible, espe- 
cially people who are the 
most at risk such as older 
adults with multiple med- 
ical problems and those 
with a weakened immune 
system 

E Don’t shake hands 

E Seek prompt medical 
attention if your illness is 
worsening such as difficul- 
ty breathing and call your 
doctor or healthcare facili- 
ty before you seek care.

pain has never returned.” 

E A column about the flu 
that mentioned that symp- 
toms can be similar to those 
of a bad cold left a reader 
in Spokane, Washington, 
confused. “All my life — 62 
years — the flu has been re- 
ferred to as an illness with 
symptoms such as fever, 
stomach upset or vomiting, 
lack of appetite, diarrhea 
and achiness, and it seems 
to take longer to get well 
from than a cold,” he wrote. 
“Have I been confused 
about what flu really is?” To 
clarify, the flu is an infec- 
tion of the influenza virus. 
It typically shares respirato- 
ry symptoms with the com- 
mon cold, and can cause the 
additional symptoms that 
you mention. The diagnos- 
tic difference between the 
flu and a cold is the virus 
that causes each infection. 


And, as you mention, the 
flu lasts longer than a cold 
and tends to be more severe.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Indiana schools will be 
allowed to close for up to 
20 days this school year 
without penalties, the gov- 
ernor’s office announced 
Thursday among steps 
toward helping stem the 
coronavirus spread. 

Gov. Eric Holcomb is also 
discouraging non-essential 
gatherings of more than 
250 people in sites such as 
churches, stadiums, con- 
ference rooms and audito- 
riums. The announcement 
came as the NCAA and 
the Big Ten called off bas- 
ketball tournament games 
scheduled for Indianapolis 
and a worker at Fiat Chrys- 
ler’s transmission factory 
in Kokomo tested positive 
for the coronavirus. 


The state’s health 


department also report- 
ed another confirmed 
COVID-19 illness, giving 
Indiana 12 cases out of 64 
people tested. 

More than a dozen col- 
leges across the state — in- 
cluding Indiana, Purdue 
and Ivy Tech — are taking 
steps such as extending 
spring breaks and tempo- 
rarily canceling classroom 
instruction. 

Nearly all of Indiana’s 
K-12 schools have re- 
mained open, but India- 
napolis Mayor Joe Hog- 
sett said Thursday that all 
Marion County public and 
charter schools will close 
for three weeks beginning 
Monday. They will reopen 


April 6. 
The governor’s office 
said schools should be 
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Indiana schools being allowed 
20-day break to stem virus 


planning for broader clo- 
sures, including moving 
classes online and remote 
classroom options. School 
districts can seek a 20- 
day waiver of the state’s 
required 180 instructional 
days for the rest of the cur- 
rent school year. 

“I fully expect there 
will be additional actions 
warranted in the coming 
days,’ Holcomb said in a 
statement. “Just as we have 
since the beginning of the 
year, we are working with 
partners at all levels to se- 
cure all necessary resourc- 
es for any escalation of this 
virus.” 

Fiat Chrysler said the Ko- 
komo factory was still op- 
erating Thursday. The sick 
employee’s work area was 
disinfected and co-workers 


who came in direct contact 
with him were quaran- 
tined at home. It’s the first 
known case of coronavirus 
in a U.S. auto factory. 

Also Thursday, the Indi- 
ana High School Athletic 
Association announced 
boys basketball regional 
games on Saturday will 
be played before limited 
audiences, with each team 
allowed no more than 75 
admissions. 

The loss of the Big Ten 
and NCAA tournament 
games in Indianapolis 
will hit the city hard. The 
NCAA games were expect- 
ed to draw some 42,000 
people to the city and gen- 
erate about $20 million in 
revenue for local business- 
es, according to the tour- 
ism group Visit Indy. 


Tougher Indiana law on under-18 marriages

INDIANAPOLIS — Any- 
one younger than 18 will 
need a judge’s permission in 
order to get married in Indi- 
ana under a law change ap- 
proved by state legislators. 

The proposal endorsed al- 
most unanimously by law- 
makers late Wednesday 
would repeal the state’s cur- 
rent law that allows those as 
young as 15 to marry if they 
have parental consent. The 
new law would only allow 
16- or 17-year-olds to marry 
someone no more than four 
years older after obtaining

T the concert tickets 
and pick up the earbuds.

In the age of coronavirus, 
these are the disappointing 
but wholly reasonable and 
responsible realities under 
Gov. Jay Inslee’s Wednesday 
order for King, Pierce and 
Snohomish counties. 

On the day the World 
Health Organization de- 
clared COVID-19 a pandem- 
ic, the governor announced 
he was prohibiting gather- 
ings of more than 250 peo- 
ple in King, Snohomish and 
Pierce counties. Standing 
with him at the announce- 
ment and beside him in the 
public-health battle against 
the novel coronavirus were 
elected executives of those 
counties and the mayors of 
Seattle, Tacoma and Everett. 

King County Executive 
Dow Constantine announced 
further social distancing and 
sanitation requirements on 
smaller public gatherings, 
though they are not banned. 

The goal is to slow the 
transmission of the virus 
and limit the number of 
COVID-19 cases to buy 
time for the health infra- 
structure, such as testing, 
to catch up and to limit 
inundation of hospitals with 
ballooning cases. Members 
of the public should volun- 
tarily comply with the new 
guidelines while continuing 
to take responsibility for 


their health and the health 
of those around them. We 
all should follow the social 
distancing guidelines. 

Don’t panic. The escalation 
is a necessary step to meet 
the evolving nature of this 
public-health threat. Con- 
stantine said that businesses, 
such as restaurants and mov- 
ie theaters, could continue 
to operate as long as they 
demonstrate they can follow 
the guidelines. 

As the U.S. epicenter of 
the epidemic, Washington’s 
experience has exposed 
weaknesses in the country’s 
health-care system and 
emergency preparedness. 
Most troubling is The New 
York Times’ Monday story 
about federal and state pub- 
lic-health officials’ delayed 
response to Seattle Flu 
Study researchers’ request 
to retroactively test samples 
collected back in January. 
Public-health officials could 
have known much sooner 
that the virus was spreading. 

Our public-health system 
is showing signs of stress, 
including still scarce tests, 
uneven access to primary 
medical care, and potential 
shortages of equipment, beds 
and health workers. 

We have also seen local 
officials go to court over 
quarantine facility siting. 
Looming on the horizon 
are likely exacerbation of 
economic inequality. 

Officials have identified 
268 presumptive cases of 
COVID-19 and 29 related 


deaths in Washington and es- 
timate as many as 1,000 are 
as yet undiagnosed. With- 
out these proven, effective 
public-health interventions, 
the general community’s 
infection rate is expected to 
double within a week and 
grow exponentially there- 
after. 

While most people who 
contract the virus will expe- 
rience mild symptoms, older 
people, pregnant women and 
those with underlying med- 
ical conditions carry signif- 
icant risk of serious illness. 
They all need our protection. 

On Wednesday, Inslee also 
called on school districts to 
prepare contingency plans 
if the schools need to close, 
including child care for es- 
sential public-health workers 
and nutrition programs for 
students who rely on schools 
for meals. 

Joining the North Shore, 
Lake Washington and Bel- 
levue districts, the Seattle 
Public School District 
announced Wednesday it 
would be closing schools for 
at least two weeks. 

As the situation evolves, 
elected leaders and pub- 
lic-health officials must 
continue to be thoughtful, 
carefully weighing benefits 
and potential costs while 
respecting civil liberties. 

Transparency, particular- 
ly in use of extraordinary 
powers, cannot be sacrificed 
even in this crucial moment.

Don’t shake hands: Bow for health 


Citizens of the world stand 
in fear waiting to see how far 
and how wide the Coronavirus 
will spread, and whether or 
not it will reach pandemic lev- 
els of infection. I believe that 
we could vastly improve the 
health of our citizenry and the 
citizenry of the world while 
saving billions of dollars in 
costs associated with new 
viruses, colds, flu, and other 
illnesses if we, as Americans, 
would adopt the practice of 
bowing when greeting one 
another rather than shaking 
hands. 

Millions of people at any 
given time are infected with 
various viruses — the symp- 
toms of which are often con- 
cealed by the use of the vast 
array of medications available 
which allow sick people to 
continue working rather than 
staying home in bed where 
they are less likely to infect 
others. 

This fact was brought home 
to me recently when, after 
working in the cold and rain 
for several hours, I came 
down with bronchitis-like 
symptoms. I should have 
stayed in bed for a couple of 
days to avoid contact with the 
outside world, but an extreme- 
ly heavy work-load forced 
me to medicate myself to the 
point that I could continue 
working. 

I made a point of staying 
away from my aged parents’ 


home during the time that I 
might have been infectious, 
and further, made a point of 
standing back from people 
when visiting with them. A 
few days later, even though I 
was feeling much better and 
felt that I would no longer 
infect others, I made a point 
of sitting at least two seats 
away from my family and 
guests at supper. 

The biggest problem that I 
faced was in avoiding shak- 
ing hands with friends, new 
acquaintances, and business 
associates during the period 
that I felt that I was somewhat 
of a danger to society’s health. 
When I would be approached 
with an outstretched hand, I 
would stand back a step and 
bow with my hands behind 
my back, or bow with my 
palms touching with my 
hands against my heart as do 
the Hindus with the traditional 
greeting of “namaste.” 

At first, several of the peo- 
ple I encountered felt a cer- 
tain degree of offense that I 
refused to shake hands with 
them, for, in this country, 
refusal to shake hands is a 
sign of disrespect up to and 
including malice and even 
hatred. 

Some friends even tried to 
insist that I shake hands with 
them, despite my attempts at 
explaining why I preferred 
to bow, especially while as 
a potential disease carrier. I 


would say, “It is because I 
love you and care for you that 
I prefer to bow, not because I 
am mad at you or don’t like 
you.” 

If that explanation seemed 
to fail, I would continue with, 
“If you were my adversary, 

I would not only shake your 
hand with great gusto but 
would kiss you on the lips as 
well.” That further explanation 
would always do the trick. 

After each explanation, the 
friends or associates would 
accept my polite bow and 
bow in return. They would 
even express gratitude when I 
explained how human hands 
are significant disease carriers 
due to natural, unconscious 
human mannerisms, such as 
sneezing against the back of 
one’s hand, coughing into the 
palm of your hand, or rubbing 
itching or watery eyes and 
nose. 

I believe that if enough 
prominent Americans, includ- 
ing celebrities and politicians, 
would begin to politely bow 
in public and when in front of 
the media rather than shake 
hands, that many, if not the 
vast majority of, Americans, 
and hopefully the rest of the 
world, would abandon the 
unhealthy practice in favor of 
the polite “bow for health.”

Joe Biden has little to say that is remarkable and he 
says it in a remarkably meandering manner, but grant 
his request: Don’t compare him with the Almighty, 
compare him with the alternative. Florid Bernie 
Sanders, with his relentless, arm-waving, high-deci- 
bel depiction of America’s history and present as a 
sordid story of injustices, resembles the woman in 
the Anthony Trollope novel who scolded “frightfully, 
loudly, scornfully, and worse than all, continually.” 
Having called this country a “hellhole,’ Donald 
Trump’s first presidential words lamented “American 
carnage.” 

Michelangelo could see a statue in a stone. Sanders 
and Trump, those temperamental twins, see failure 
in a republic that multitudes risk death to reach. 
Whether Biden or Trump is inaugurated next Jan. 20 
depends on whether or not Democratic primary vot- 
ers complete the task of using warm patriotism and 
cold arithmetic to extinguish Sanders’ fantasies. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes, who noted Theodore 
Roosevelt’s “strenuous vagueness,” would have 
marveled at Sanders’ pixie-dust calculations. Trump’s 
congressional accomplices will solemnly lecture that 
Sanders portends fiscal recklessness, but a nation 
snoozing through trillion-dollar deficits might shrug 
about Sanders’ indifference to multi-trillion-dollar 
details about his agenda. “Yeah, but I won’t be here,” 
was Trump’s response when someone possessing the 
patience of Job explained to him the unsustainable 
trajectory of entitlement programs. Sanders’ response 
probably would be similarly breezy were he informed 
that confiscating every dime of every billionaire 
would not come close to paying for his Tinkertoy 
approach to government: Pull apart and reassemble 
entire sectors of society (e.g., health care’s one-sixth 
of the economy). Gulliver in his travels met someone 
like Sanders working on “‘a project for extracting 
sunbeams out of cucumbers.” 

If Sanders is not nominated, his seething core 
supporters, for whom indignation is as delicious as 
bacon (or the vegan equivalent), will not use their 
indoor voices or play nicely with a nominee who won 
fewer delegates than Sanders won before the conven- 
tion. Sanders, who is nonjudgmental about Cuba’s 
“different value system,’ has said — stay tuned — it is 
a high moral imperative that the convention jettison 
the rule that the nominee must have a majority, not 
a plurality, of delegates. A second convention ballot 
would create a second convention by infusing 771 
superdelegates — elected officials and other party 
leaders — into the process. Excluding them from this 
year’s first ballot advanced the century-old progres- 
sive goal of reducing conventions to ratifying rather 
than deliberative bodies. 

The convention will act on something made obvi- 
ous by Sanders’ most telling shellackings Tuesday, 
in the swing states Virginia and North Carolina: With 
Sanders atop every ticket, down-ballot carnage proba- 
bly would engulf many state legislature candidates in 
this census year — before 2022, some state legisla- 
tures will redraw congressional districts — which 
would enable Republican-controlled legislatures to 
disadvantage Democratic congressional candidates 
for a decade. 

After Tom Steyer spent about $400 for each of his 
61,048 South Carolina votes, Michael Bloomberg’s 
approximately $500 million bought this pearl beyond 
price: the affection of American Samoa. 

These redundant refutations of the theory that 
money can make vanity candidacies viable should 
calm those campaign “reformers” whose superstition 
is that the power of political money is such that gov- 
ernment should regulate it (and by doing so stipulate 
the permissible quantity of political speech it can 
finance). 

Sanders’ prodigious fundraising can keep him cam- 
paigning but cannot fend off the failure that certainly 
awaits him now that Bloomberg, by his withdrawal, 
has underscored Democrats’ determination to let 
nothing interfere with defeating Trump. So, the coun- 
try soon can turn to considering this: 

Biden has twice experienced an agony that has 
become relatively rare but until recently in the human 
story was commonplace, that of a parent burying a 
child. This might be related to his approach to politics 
as an arena of transactions, not of ever-impending 
tragedies. Such emotional maturity is a prerequisite 
for restoring national equilibrium.

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Believing for the sake of 
belief isn’t in Jesus’ teachings

e all know what the 

word belief means. In 
our everyday lives, when we 
believe something, it’s because 
we’ve been convinced. We 
have seen or heard evidence of 
some sort that made us decide 
to believe. We will also take 
it to heart if someone we trust 
gives us the information. If 
that person is reliable then we 
will be willing to believe the 
information they give. 

When your grade school 
teacher taught you that 8 
times 8 equals 64, most of you 
probably didn’t call a time out 
and line up eight sets of eight 
pencils to check her math. You 
trusted that she knew what 
she was talking about. That’s 
really all there is to it. You 
believe because you’ve been 
convinced by the evidence, 
or you trust the person giving 
the information. Yet when you 
drop the word “believe” into 
a religious context, especially 
when it comes to Christian- 
ity, it takes on a meaning it 
never really had. We somehow 
divorce it from reason or logic, 
and make it something more 
akin to hope. 

Hope is a good thing. We 
hope for things all the time. I 
hope the weather warms up 
and Spring starts tomorrow. 

I don’t necessarily have any 
reason why I would believe 
this would happen, but I can 
hope for it. That’s sometimes 
how we treat belief as Chris- 
tians. When honest people 
have doubts or questions we 
sometimes respond with, “ 
Well, you just have to believe.” 

We tell people to just take 
it by faith or to have stronger 
faith. Is this how your belief 
in Christ was formed? Were 
you young enough to just 
take it by faith that everything 
your parent, pastor, or Sunday 


school teacher said was true? 
You were told to just believe, 
and so you did. 

The problem is that this kind 
of belief is easy to shatter. We 
see it all the time. You watched 
a debate, or read a book, or 
sat in a college lecture. Your 
beliefs were challenged, and 
you were only believing them 
in the first place because 
you were told you had to. 

You change your mind, and 

it happens all too easily. A 
man named Frank Turk, who 
debates people regarding the 
existence of Jesus had this 

to say, “The reason so many 
people are easily talked out of 
Christianity is that they were 
never talked into it in the first 
place.” 

Believing for the sake of 
belief isn’t in Jesus’ teachings. 
You won’t really find it in the 
New Testament. You see there 
is areason we have the writ- 
ings of people like Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John. We 
have first-hand eyewitnesses 
to Jesus and his life here on 
earth. When we look at his 
disciples, we don’t see people 
who believed just because 
they were told to. Jesus never 
asked John just to believe 
because he said so. In fact, 
we watch the disciples take 
this journey where they don’t 
believe, then they believe, then 
they have some doubts, then 
they believe again, but then 
they’re not so sure. You see, 
these were men that were hard 
to convince. Yet, by the end 
they were. They were so con- 
vinced that everything about 
them changed. They went 
from hiding away, scared for 
their lives, to boldly proclaim- 
ing the name of Jesus without 
fear of pain, imprisonment, or 
death. They were convinced. 
They believed, and 

because of that belief, some- 
thing happened. They were 


given life. 

This was something they 
wanted to pass on. They didn’t 
just want to document events 
so there would be a record of 
their lives. They wanted to 
build a case to convince you, 
just as they were convinced. 
John sets up his gospel to look 
at seven major signs that Jesus 
performed. He calls these 
signs, not miracles. He does 
so because the acts themselves 
were not just done because Je- 
sus was being nice. It’s easy to 
get distracted by a miracle, es- 
pecially when you really need 
one. Signs though, they point 
to something or someone. 
That’s the whole reason for 
a sign. These signs that John 
records point to the identity of 
Christ. At the end of his book, 
he tells us that Jesus did a 
bunch of other stuff, and said a 
bunch of other things. He tells 
us he wrote down the ones he 
did so that we could believe. 

John didn’t buy believing 
blindly. He was convinced by 
the evidence, and he hopes 
that through his account you 
would be convinced by the ev- 
idence too. Do you know what 
you believe? Do you know 
why so many of us are con- 
vinced that Jesus Christ is the 
son of God and that he came 
to save us? For the next seven 
weeks at Wabash Friends 
Church we will be looking 
at the seven signs that John 
points out. He tells us about 
each one and then concludes 
that this is how he knows 
that Jesus was who he said 
he was. If you want to know 
what convinced him to come 
spend some time with us. For 
all of you that were told when 
it came to Jesus you just had 
to believe, I have some good 
news for you. There is so 
much more to it than that.

The unprecedented 
move comes a day after 
the NCAA announced the 
games that were scheduled 
to start next week would 
go on, but played in most- 
ly empty arenas. That plan 
was scrapped as every ma- 
jor American sports league 
from the NBA to MLB put 
the brakes on its season due 
to concerns about the pan- 
demic. 

“This decision is based 
on the evolving COVID-19 
public health threat, our 
ability to ensure the events 
do not contribute to the 
spread of the pandemic and 
the impracticality of host- 
ing such events at any time 
during the academic year 


MLB delays opening day by at least

NEW YORK — Major 
League Baseball delayed 
the start of its season by at 
least two weeks because of 
the coronavirus outbreak 
and suspended the rest of its 
spring training game sched- 
ule. 

Opening day had been 
scheduled for March 26. The 
decision announced by Com- 
missioner Rob Manfred on 
Thursday left open whether 
each team would still play a 
162-game schedule. 

“Tt’s unfortunate but I think 
it’s the proper measure we 
need to take now given the 
situation the country’s in and 
the world’s in,’ New York 


given the ongoing deci- 
sions by other entities,” the 
NCAA said in statement. 

The NCAA canceled 
championships in every 
spring sport, which include 
hockey, baseball and la- 
crosse. 

The stunning end to the 
basketball season came 
about four hours after a 
frantic morning when con- 
ference tournaments around 
the country came to a sud- 
den halt. Moments away 
from tipoff at some arenas, 
and minutes apart, each 
Power Five conference can- 
celed its remaining games. 

At Madison Square Gar- 
den in New York, the Big 
East game between Creigh- 
ton and St. John’s did start, 
but at halftime the confer- 
ence called off that game 
and all the rest. Turns out 
that was the last Division I 
basketball to be played this 
season. 

Smaller conferences fol- 
lowed suit, shutting down 
their tournaments, and 
within a few hours 58 men’s 


Yankees slugger Giancarlo 
Stanton said. “It’s important 
to know that some things are 
bigger than baseball, bigger 
than sports at the moment. 
Once we’re able to hopeful- 
ly get a hold on some things 
and get some questions an- 
swered we can figure out 
when things can continue.” 
The announcement came 
while some spring training 
games in Florida were still in 
progress. MLB followed the 
NBA, NHL, MLS and col- 
lege basketball tournaments 
in altering its schedule be- 
cause of the pandemic. The 
minor league baseball sea- 
son, which was to start April 
9, also was being delayed. 
“We’re ultimately all peo- 
ple, we all love the game 


games scheduled in 16 con- 
ferences had been canceled. 

Then the conferences be- 
gan shutting down all ath- 
letic activities, for at least 
a few weeks like the South- 
eastern Conference, or in- 
definitely like the Atlantic 
Coast Conference. 

A few hours later, the 
NCAA put an end to it all. 

For most people, the new 
coronavirus causes only 
mild or moderate symp- 
toms, such as fever and 
cough. For some, especially 
older adults and people with 
existing health problems, it 
can cause more severe ill- 
ness, including pneumonia. 
The vast majority of people 
recover from the virus. 

The NCAA men’s basket- 
ball tournament has been 
played every year since 
1939 when Oregon won 
the championship in Evan- 
ston, Illinois. It has grown 
through the years, both in 
size and stature. The three- 
week tournament generates 
almost a billion dollars in 
revenue each year for the

On ice: NHL 
suspends 
season amid 
coronavirus 
pandemic

The NHL is placing its sea- 
son on ice — for now. 

NHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman said Thursday the 
league will “pause” its sea- 
son, effective immediately, 
because of the coronavirus 
pandemic. The move came 
one day after the NBA sus- 
pended its season after a 
player tested positive for 
COVID-19. 

Bettman said there are 
hopes of resuming the sea- 
son, holding the playoffs and 
still handing out the Stanley 
Cup. 

“The NHL has been at- 
tempting to follow the man- 
dates of health experts and 
local authorities, while pre- 
paring for any possible de- 
velopments without taking 
premature or unnecessary 
measures,” Bettman said. 
“However, following last 
night’s news that an NBA 
player has tested positive for 
coronavirus — and given that 
our leagues share so many 
facilities and locker rooms 
and it now seems likely that 
some member of the NHL 
community would test posi- 
tive at some point — it is no 
longer appropriate to try to 
continue to play games at 
this time.” 

The NHL Players’ Asso- 
ciation backed the decision, 
calling it “an appropriate 
course of action at this time” 
and adding: “The players are 
looking forward to the op- 
portunity to resume play in 
front of hockey fans every- 
where.” 

The NHL is halting play 
with 189 games left in the 
season and uncertainty about 
how many more — if any — 
could be played before the 
playoffs, which typically be- 
gin in early April. A handful 
of European hockey leagues 
have already called off the 
remainder of their seasons. 

“We will continue to mon- 
itor all the appropriate med- 
ical advice, and we will 
encourage our players and 
other members of the NHL 
community to take all rea- 
sonable precautions — in- 
cluding by _ self-quarantine, 
where appropriate,’ Bettman 
said. “Our goal is to resume 
play as soon as it is appropri- 
ate and prudent, so that we 
will be able to complete the 
season and award the Stanley 
Cup.” 

Numerous teams set to play 
road games were already 
finalizing plans to return 
home. The NHL preceded 
its decision by having all 31 
teams cancel practices and 
pre-game skates. 

It was difficult to determine 
what steps teams or players 
can take in regards to prac- 
ticing or even working out 
during the hiatus. For now, 
Martin Frk’s go-ahead goal 
4:41 remaining in the Los 
Angeles Kings’ 3-2 win over

had strongly recommended 
to local authorities and or- 
ganizers that they limit all 
mass gatherings. 

“MLB and the clubs have 
been preparing a variety of 
contingency plans regard- 
ing the 2020 regular sea- 
son schedule,’ the baseball 
commissioner’s office said 
in a statement. “MLB will 
announce the effects on the 
schedule at an appropriate 
time and will remain flexible 
as events warrant, with the 
hope of resuming normal op- 
erations as soon as possible.” 

MLB had not had a mass 
postponement of openers 
since 1995, when the sea- 
son was shortened from 162 
games to 144 following a 
7 'h-month players’ strike

that also wiped out the 1994 
World Series. Opening day 
was pushed back from April 
2 to April 26. Player sala- 
ries were reduced by 11.1 
percent in 1995 because the 
games were lost due to a 
strike. 

Players with big league 
contracts likely will be al- 
lowed to leave spring train- 
ing and go home if they want 
to, but no decision on that 
was made public. 

After a 32-day spring train- 
ing lockout in 1990 caused 
opening day to be delayed a 
week until April 9, the sea- 
son was extended by three 
days to allow each team a 
full 162-game schedule.

NBA suspended its season 
after Utah Jazz center Rudy 
Gobert tested positive for 
COVID-19 His teammate, 
Donovan Mitchell, also test- 
ed positive. Major League 
Baseball pushed back open- 
ing day at least two weeks. 

The Stanley Cup has been 
awarded every year since 
1893 with two exceptions: 
1919, when the final was 
canceled after five games 
because of the Spanish flu 
outbreak, and 2005, when 
the season was called off be- 
cause of a lockout. 

The NHL has not said any 
player has tested positive for 
COVID-19. The Washington 
Capitals, who used the same 
visiting locker room as the 
Jazz at Madison Square Gar- 
den in New York after them, 
said they “will continue to 
closely monitor the health of 
players, coaches and hockey 
operations staff.”

Jazz stars Mitchell, 
Gobert test positive; 
Gobert apologizes

Donovan Mitchell of 
the Utah Jazz confirmed 
Thursday that he has test- 
ed positive for the corona- 
virus, saying that he is per- 
sonally dealing with the 
pandemic that has tempo- 
rarily shut down the NBA 
and other major sports 
leagues. 

Later, his Jazz teammate 
Rudy Gobert — the first 
NBA player to test posi- 
tive, which prompted the 
league to suspend the sea- 
son — also confirmed his 
status and apologized. “I 
was careless and make no 
excuse,” Gobert said in an 
Instagram post. 

Mitchell’s positive test 
was not known until ear- 
ly Thursday, the first full 
day of the NBA’s hiatus. 
Jazz players, staff and 
some beat writers cover- 
ing the team were tested 
Wednesday night in Okla- 
homa City, where Utah 
was to play the Thunder 
in a game that was called 
off moments before tipoff 
once word about Gobert’s 
positive test was received. 

Also Thursday, the De- 
troit Pistons, Boston 
Celtics, Washington Wiz- 
ards and Toronto Rap- 
tors — teams that have all 
recently played against 
Gobert, Mitchell and the 
Jazz — all said that they 
were having some players 
and staff self-quarantine 
for as many as 14 days. 
The Cleveland Cavaliers, 
another team that has re- 
cently faced Utah, said 
they are not mandating 
quarantines yet but would 
if any of their players ex- 
hibit symptoms. 

“Thanks to everyone who 
has been reaching out since 
hearing the news about 
my positive test,’ Mitch- 
ell wrote in an Instagram 
post. “We are all learning 
more about the seriousness 
of this situation and hope- 
fully people can continue 
to educate themselves and 
realize that they need to 
behave responsibly both 
for their own health and 
for the well being of those 
around them.” 

Gobert was not among 
those behaving responsi- 
bly. 

It started as a joke: Be- 
fore leaving a media ses- 
sion at shootaround in Salt 
Lake City on Monday in 
advance of a game against 
Detroit, Gobert touched 
all the tape recorders that 
were placed before him 
on a table, devices that re- 
porters who cover the Jazz 
were using. 

“You know, there’s not 


much we can do right 
now,’ Gobert said in that 
session when asked about 
how teams are dealing with 
the virus. And a minute or 
so later, before he ran out 
a side door, he touched all 
the recorders. 

It isn’t so funny now — not 
with two Jazz players now 
having tested positive for 
the virus, and with a league 
on edge. It is not known if 
Gobert is responsible for 
Mitchell contracting the vi- 
rus or vice versa. 

“I have gone through so 
many emotions since learn- 
ing of my diagnosis 
mostly fear, anxiety, and 
embarrassment,” Gobert 
wrote. “The first and most 
important thing is I would 
like to publicly apologize 
to the people that I may 
have endangered. At the 
time, I had no idea I was 
even infected.” 

For most people, the new 
coronavirus causes only 
mild or moderate symp- 
toms, such as fever and 
cough. For some, especial- 
ly older adults and people 
with existing health prob- 
lems, it can cause more 
severe illness, including 
pneumonia. 

The vast majority of peo- 
ple recover from the new 
virus. According to the 
WHO, people with mild 
illness recover in about two 
weeks, while those with 
more severe illness may 
take three to six weeks to 
recover. 

Gobert became the cen- 
ter of why the league has 
been shut down for the 
foreseeable future after he 
became the first positive 
test. Among the immediate 
fallout: 

E Utah’s game against 
Oklahoma City Wednesday 
night was canceled and the 
season was suspended. 

E Washington, which 
played Utah in late Feb- 
ruary, said Thursday that 
it was having its play- 
ers, coaches and basket- 
ball operations personnel 
self-quarantine for the next 
three to four days. The 
Wizards played at Utah on 
Feb, 29. 

E Washington also 
played Tuesday against the 
New York Knicks, another 
recent opponent of the Jazz. 
The Wizards said players, 
coaches and basketball 
operations staff who have 
flu-like symptoms will be 
tested for coronavirus. 

E The Raptors also 
said Thursday they are 
self-quarantining. “Our 
players, coaches and trav- 
eling staff have all been ad- 
vised to into self-isolation 
for 14 days,” the team said, 
also confirming that Toron- 


to players had been tested. 

E The Celtics said in a 
statement they have been 
constant communication 
with Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
officials. The Celtics 
played the Jazz on Friday. 
The Celtics believe it is 
unlikely that anyone from 
the team came into contact 
with Gobert or Mitchell 
while they were conta- 
gious. 

But out of an abundance 
of caution the Celtics are 
having players and staff 
who were in close contact 
with Jazz players or who 
traveled to Milwaukee on 
Wednesday to self-quaran- 
tine through the weekend. 
Players and staff will then 
be tested for the virus. 

E Gobert and Mitch- 
ell shared the court with 
50 opposing players in 
those games, plus 15 ref- 
erees. One of the refs was 
Courtney Kirkland, who 
was to work th e New Or- 
leans-Sacramento game 
on Wednesday that got 
canceled because he had 
been on the court for a Jazz 
game two nights earlier. 

E Still unknown is how 
many ballboys, stat-crew 
employees, security guards, 
attendants and others were 
exposed by being around 
the Jazz or Gobert in recent 
days. Some Jazz reporters 
said they were getting test- 
ed for COVID-19. 

“T’m sure I probably had 
contact with him,” Detroit’s 
Langston Galloway said. 

The NBA shutdown could 
cost teams well into the 
hundreds of millions of 
dollars depending on how 
long it lasts. Those teams 
that have faced Gobert in 
recent days will likely face 
some testing. 

State health labs and 
many commercial labs can 
conduct tests on mouth 
swabs, and health officials 
estimate that the system 
could handle about 20,000 
tests per day. 

“I will do whatever I can 
to support using my experi- 
ence as way to educate oth- 
ers and prevent the spread 
of this virus,” Gobert wrote. 
“I am under great care and 
will fully recover. Thank 
you again for all your sup- 
port. I encourage everyone 
to take all of the steps to 
stay safe and healthy.” 

The Jazz said Thursday 
that the team practice fa- 
cility and Vivint Smart 
Home Arena — where the 
team plays games and oth- 
er concerts and events take 
place — are being cleaned 
and sanitized. It remains 
unclear when the Jazz will 
use either of those facilities 
again.
